This is response to amendment filed 10/14/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-25, 27, 29 and 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest A method, a system, an apparatus and a non-transitory computer 
readable medium for media indexing comprising automatically receiving, by the media recording 
device separate from the media file and from the media indexing beacon, index information 
descriptive of the subject and associating, by the media recording device, the index information 
with the media file as recited in claims 1, 8, 13, 19, 25, 27 and 29. 

Claims 2-4, 6, 7, 10-12, 14-18, 20-24 and 32 are depended of their parent claims, 
therefore, the claims are allowed.
